WASHINGTON, Dec. 6—Out of the 
mass of" rumors and reports of alli­ 
ances, agreements and understandings 
with which Washington has been filled 
tor a week past, came today the posi- 
Hve declaratíon from an official source 
that the administration is cohtemplat-*f 
ing no re-slignment of power here 
that can by any chance be termed an 
alliance or-an entente. 
It is not denied that negotiations 
have been made to the American del­ 
egation, that both Great Britain and 
Japan would welcome the aerapping 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance and 
the substitution of a tri-partito agree­ 
ment to take its place. Such sugges­ 
tions have been made,Twit, the talking 
has mostly been dqne. by British •* and 
Japanese delegates. What the Amer­ 
ican delegation has in mind and what 
probnhly will be brought to comple­ 
tion, out of the present conference, is 
not wn alliance or an entente, it was 
said, hut a series of treaties or notes, 
confirming the decisions that are 
reached Here, Wl of‘ which will be 
submitted to the United States senate 
for approval of ratification.
